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Stale of California Pays Out Huge Apportionment 
As Cities', Counties' Share in Motor License Fees

City and county treasuries 
in California have been re­ 
plenished with the apportion­ 
ment of $82,420,520 in motor 
vehicle license foes, State 
Co n t r o 1 I e r Alan Crans­ 
ton said this week.

The city of Torrance re­ 
ceived a whopping $368,018 
as its nhare of the funds, 
while Gardena received $130,, 

1979. Kedondo Beach came outj 
with $171,220. . |

Other nearby cities receiv-i 
ing a share were: Rolling 
Hills, $6,064; Rolling Hills

Estates, $14,361; and Manhat­ 
tan Beach, $123,658.

Under state law, half Ihc 
amount was a p pt> r t i o n r d 
among cities and half among 
the counties. The apportion­ 
ment represents an increase 
of more than 7 per cent over 
the $70.843,122 comparable al­ 
location among the cities and 
counties last year.

Cranston explained that the 
apportionment constitutes an 
advance distribution of 75 
per cent of the estimated 
total of motor vehicle license

fees which the state will col­ 
lect during the six-month per­ 
iod ending May 31. 

SECOND AND LARGEST
This month's apportion­ 

ment is the second and larg­ 
est of three installments 
which will be paid during the 
fiscal year out of the motor 
vehicle license fees, often re­ 
ferred to as the "in lieu" tax.

The first installment of 
$0,007,004. composed of col­ 
lections made in the first por­ 
tion of the fiscal year, was 
paid in December. The final

installment, estimated at $27,- 
475,509 will be paid in Jijne.

•The funds may be used for 
general * governmental pur­ 
poses, Cranston said. The fees 
are collected by the State, but 
they principally benefit, the 
local governments because the 
levy is in lieu of a local prop­ 
erty tax on vehicles.

The apportionments to cit­ 
ies were made on the basis 
of the April 1, 1000 federal 
census population figures, 
with adjustments made for 
new incorporations, annexa­

tions, special censuses or De­ 
partment of F i n a n c e esti­ 
mates made since that date.

County aportionments we're 
made strictly on the census 
figures because the state re­ 
venue and taxation code per­ 
mits the adjustment of coun­ 
ty population only during the 
fifth year of each 10 year cen­ 
sus period.

Some jurisdictions received 
smaller shares than in previ­ 
ous years, Cranston noted, be­ 
cause the growth in those 
areas has been slower than 
the average growth of the en­ 
tire State.

Guest speaker at yester­ 
day's meeting of the Torrance 
Rotary Club was Robert D. 
Diemer, general manager and 
chief engineer of the Metro- 
palitan Water District.

Diemer told the Rotarians 
of the organization and opera­ 
tion of MWD's growth and a 
brief film which he brought 
along, graphically illustrated 
the $200.000 expansion pro­ 
gram which has brought the 
Colorado River Aqueduct to 
its full planned delivery ca­ 
pacity of more than one bil­ 
lion gallons of water a day.

In July 1920 Diemar was 
retained by the City of lx>s 
Angeles to make estimates 
and designs for an aqueduct 
to carry water from the Colo­ 
rado River to Southern Cali­ 
fornia, a distance of 300 miles, 
across the desert and through;, 
mountain ranges. 4

Surveys and studies to de-; 
termine the best and most 
economical route for the Colo­ 
rado River Aqueduct initally 
were carried forward by the 
City of Los Angeles. After the 
Metropolitan Water District 
of Southern California w a i 
organized, all this work was 
taken over by the District in 
May 1030 and Diemer trans­ 
ferred from tha. City of I^og 
Angeles to the district.

When Diemer was assigned 
to the Colorado River Aque­ 
duct project, he recalls it was 
supposed to be for a period 
of six months. In July of 
1960, Diemer completed his 
31st year with that water de­ 
livery •ystem.
